XIII. GOOD NATURE, 


Tux ſweeteſt attribute of humanity, and that which 
affords the moſt ſolid and permanent ſatisfaction in all 


the ramifications of ſocial intercourſe, is good-nature, 

Good-nature is the ſalt which gives a ſeaſoning to 
the feaſt, the zeſt which alleviates the burden of life, 
and operates on all our other pleaſures as animal per- 
fumes do on vegetable fragrance. 

The moſt agreeable effects of this happy quality a are 
produced, for the moſt part, indireQly, and in general 
it pleaſes by not offending, 

It recommends thoſe that are deſtitute of all other 
W414 excellence, 
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excellence, and procures regard to the Wing; friend- 
ſhip to the worthleſs, and affection to the dull. 

Without a conſtitutional fund of this ineſtimable 
endowment, virtue degenerates into auſterity ; polite-. 
neſs is ſycophancy ; honeſty, rudeneſs ; friendſhip, | 
treachery ;- and urbanity the ſkin of a baſiliſk, the ex- | 
terior of a tiger, or the tone of a crocodile! 

It is owing to an exceſs of refinement that the mon- 

ſter, under whoſe rapacity and oppreſſions, nations are 

often deſtined to groan, or the conqueror who, for the 
bubble fame, murders his millions ſo frequently, paſſes 
for the hf good natured man ali we. 

The world in this, as in a thouſand other things, is 
a dupe to the magic of words. 

The calculation would do honour to | humanity, could 
it be once accurately aſcertained how many of their 

fellow-creatures have owed their death to your Alex- 
anders, your Julius Cæſars, and all the madmen who 
have followt their flagitious examples. 1 8 

The paraſites of theſe heroes have been ſo prodigal 
in their praiſe, ſo blinded by their greatneſs, as to re- 
preſent them in a light peculiarly harmleſs and inof- 

fenſive, and as poſſeſſing a more than common care 
of the milk of human kindneſs. ; 

Even the Spectator, whoſe gentleneſs or . 
thropy is fairly worth all his genius, learning, and 
wit, put together, exhibits the character of Cæſar as 
made up of good- nature, as it ſhewed itſelf in all its 
forms towards his friends or his enemies, his ſervants 
or dependents, the guilty or the diſtreſſed; while that 

- | 0 
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of Cato, in his opinion, was rather awful than 
alniable. ©. 7 
And what did this Aird W hero 
do! He outraged every right ſacred to ſociety. He 
 wheedled the beſt out of their principles, and made 
them ſubſervient to the worſt. He annihilated that li- 
berty which all the philoſophers and heroes of antiquity 
had ſtruggled inceſſantly to eſtabliſh, and which it was 
the glory of Rome to extend over the whole world. 

In fact, the good-nature attributed to this, in com- 
mon with a thouſand other tyrants, was nothing more 
than affability, complaiſance, and eaſineſs of temper, 
reduced to a ſyſtem of hypocriſy or impoſture. 

Commend me to chat bluntneſs, that gruff-forbid- 
ding exterior, which guards the, ſenſibilities of the 
heart againſt the debilitating influence of refine- 
ment. „ 

It was for want of chis quality that Nero becams 
one of the mot bloody and atrocious monſters that 
ever diſgraced a throne; that Cromwell murdered. one 
king and baniſhed another; uſurped the ſovereignty of 
theſe kingdoms, and drenched them in the blood of 
the inhabitants; and that the blood of thoſe Indians 
who have fallen a ſacrifice to the ambition, the rapa- 
city, and the revenge of our countrymen ſtill cries 
aloud for vengeance on their murderers. 

It was on the principles which compoſe. the charac- 
ter of a Churchill, a Johnſon, a Sherlock, and a Thur- 
low, that at Shakcſpeare created a Caliban, 
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2 3 the boar, the elephant, are of all other ſa- 
vages the moſt fierce in appearance, and yet ſuſcep- 
tible, under the influence of human tuition, of conſt- 
derable docility and gentleneſs. 

. Good nature or courteſy is well deſcribed in the fol, 
lowing lines ; ; | 


In the trial of true courteſy, 
*Tis now ſo rare from that which once it wag 
That it indeed is nought but forgery 
Faſhion'd to pleaſe the eye of them that paſs, 
Who ſee not perfect things but in a glaſs; 
Yet is that glaſs, ſo gay it cannot blind 
The wiſeſt ſight to think that gold is braſs: 
Good nature's ſeat is deep within the mind, 
And not in outward ſhew.

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Tr was the ruin of the good-humoured Falſtaff, and 
has been the ruin of thouſands. 
My money is but traſh; and were it to do nothing 


more than occaſion me now and then a trifling expenſe 
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for the ſupport of good fellowſhip, I would not be the 
churl or the anchorite to deny myſelf the Fe of 
conviviality. | | | 
But the houſe, the ſociety, the club, can have no 
charms for me, in which my money, my time, my 
good-humour are all expended without return. |

Not only the death, but the humour or the intereſt of 
your maſter and patron, may diveſt you of all your 
honours, and diſmiſs you, as has always happened to 
your betters, with indignity and diſgrace. 

How ſuddenly and frequently does the ſun over- 
caſt and ſet in a cloud, and that cloud ban into a 
ſtorm! 

Do we not ſee thoſe often die who command the 

phuyſic and phyſicians of a whole kingdom 
Are not many dunces in the midſt of libraries i igno- 
rant, though encompaſſed with ſcience, dull and ſot- 
tiſh in the very boſom of Athens; and far from mms 
though they lord it over the wiſe? 

Surely all the riches of both Indies, or all the pre- 
cious metals in the mines of Golconda and Peru, can- 
not add one cubit to the ſtature, either of your bodies 


or your minds, give you ſounder health, extend your 
| ideas, or improve your morals. 
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Why then indulge a confidence which equally ſhocks 
friends and foes, which is a traitor to your own hap- 
pineſs, and which, on the leaſt revolution in your cir- 
cumſtances or conſtitution, may betray you to obloquy 
and deſpair! | 

Happy thoſe in high life, who, tutored and diſci- 
plined in the true philoſophy of the paſſions, know how 
to abridge themſelves in the midſt of affluence, how to 
preſerve moderation, though fluſhed with ſucceſs; and 
how to ſet bounds to their appetites, though they' feel 
none in their fortunes ! 

Doubly happy all thoſe. great men who wear ſack- 
cloth under purple, drink water with wine, and mingle 
bitter with ſweet, boaſt the glorious diſtinction of unit- 
ing the livery of virtue with the badge of ſovereignty, 
and are reſolved to be good and great in ſpite of all 
the magic and meretricious allurements of luxury 
and falſe grandeur 1

Princes, rulers, and demagogues, are in the poli- 


tical body what acidities are in the natural. The

The very name 7o/eph is ominous to the tranquillity 
and concord, which all princes ought to cheriſh 
among their brethren of mankind !

What is the trade of 
Antwerp to the wealth of the Germanic treaſury ? 
What is the glory of the Imperial flag to a philoſophic 
emperor, who has been preaching for years to his bro- 
ther monarchs, as well as inculcating, by his example, 
the great doQrines of peace and univerſal benevo- 
lence ? 

. Conſult thy own hang, O man of \ war; and, before 
the ſword is unſheathed, or the ſcabbard thrown away, 
think how thou canft anſwer for the miſeries of the 
widow, or redreſs the wrongs of the fatherleſs ! _ 
It is known already in every court of Europe that 
the preparations of the Emperor and the confederacy 
among the ſeveral princes of the empire may produce 
a quarrel, This the Czarina will readily improve, 
that, in embroiling her neighbours, ſhe may find em- 
ployment for her troops. 

The French, under the moſt pacific appenthneet 
are undoubtedly meditating ſchemes of conqueſt. 
They are cunning by nature; and cuſtom has made 
them perfidious. Vou may ſometimes know them 
from what they do, but never from what they ſay. 
They will cover the blackeſt deſigns under an infidious 
ſhew of policeneſs; and are never fo ready to give a 
deadly wound as when they ſmile in your face, or fun 
you ch noily profeiion: of gn.

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They are ſaid to be pacific from the impoveriſhed 
ſtate of their finances. But who can eſtimate the trea- 
ſury of a deſpot ? While a ſhilling is afloat in the 
kingdom of France, is it not at the command of the 
Grand Monarque? And how ſeldom is the ambition 
of princes checked by lenity or compaſſion to indi- 
viduals? _ | 

A flame thus lorioully kindled ; in Germany, France, 
and Ruſſia, will inevitably ſet all the nations of Europe 
in a blaze! And ſurely this iſland can little expect to 
eſcape the general ts when it rages in the 
continent. 

There is hardly a doubt but South Ae aims at 
that independence which her brethren, in the northern 
parts of the new world, have fo effectually obtained. 

Spain already trembles for the mines of Mexico and 
Peru, and would willingly ſuſpend the conquelt of Gi-
